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The Slate Board oi Educalton rec- 
ognized inierschool athleilcs and sports 
competition as part oi the fnstructtonal 
curriculum when it acfoptecJ the original 
policies for athletics in 1956. They 
were published dsPrinciptes and Practices 
for Bftmentary School Athhtks in 
Oregon and v^re administered as part 
of Ihe Phystcat educational program. 

In response to identified needs for 
curriculum changes and equal educational 
opportunity, the Board in 1975 charged 
the Instruction Division of the Depart- 
ment of Education to re\/iew existing 
athletic programs and pohcies. 
Specifrcally- the di\/jsion was directed 
to 

li Determine the status of athletic Pro- 
^ramsand how they are operating in 
Oregon schools. 

2. Specify the criteria for desirable 
aihletiC programs for the stale. 

3. Recommend certain mtnimum criteria 
for state sta- -Jards. 

Previous staiemenis of athletic pol- 
icies focused primarily on sporis 
acti^/aies for boys. New policies were 
needed which would apply to athletic 
programs and sports competition for all 
studentSi mahand female. 1 



PREFACE 



Education staffi the division fulfilled 
its charge, generating needed Policies 
and strengthening Oregon'sminimum 
standards. 

The suggested policies contained in 
this publication were approved by 
the State Board of Education 
Seotember 19, 1975. The publication 
appears now as a guide for focal school 
disirSci alhletic Program development. 
We suggest these policies be adopted 
by the local school district board of 
education and implemented as 
district policy. 

The policies herein represent ihe 
essentials for organizing and admin- 
istering athletic programs in Oregon 
schools. School administrators, 
teachers and coaches concerned with 
athletics are uf^ed to study and obsen^e 
ihem carefully. The guidelines are pub- 
lished and adopted asdsupplemeni to 
Ihe 1974 "Minimum Standards for 
Oregon Public Schools" and the

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Educators^ and health and medical 
authorities recognize that students 
of school age need vigorous physical 
activrty to promote proper growth 
and development Schools have 
assumed the responsibility for 
meeting this need through physical 
education classes, intramural activ^ 
ities, and interschool athletic 
programs, 

PHYSICAL EDUCATION 

The primary means to meet students' 
activity needs should be abroad, 
varied, and developmental program 
of physical education directed by 
competent instructors. Physical edu- 
cation is a required msti^uctional pro- 
gram for all students m kindergarten 
through grade tea Elective physical 
education should be provided tn grades 
eleven and twelve. The program should 
indudfj instruction and activities in 
basic skills, rhythms, games and sports, 
relDys, and self- testing activities,^ 

INTRAMURALS 

An Important supplcrr^ent to physical 
education is the intramural program. 
I ntf amurals are competitive sports 
and activities in grades four through 
xm\vo in vVhich all participants are 
from the same schooL These activ- 
ities grow directly out of the instruc 
ttonal program and provide additional 
opportunities for students to use their 
skills in controlled, regulated activities. 




PRINCIPLES AND POLICIES 

FOR ATHLETICS IN 

OREGON SCHOOLS 



The program shall be based upon 
interest of participants^ facilities^ 
equipment, and availability of prop- 
erly trained personr^l. It is a vol- 
untary program in which all students 
are invited to participate. 

The physical activity needs of 
most students will be met through 
the basic physical education and 
intramural programs. 

INTERSCHOOL ATHLETIC 
PROGRAMS 

Athletic programs are o^Qanized 
sport competition frnfotvlng contests 
for teams or indivfduafs who are 
trained and coached to participate 
in events wxh simUar teams or 
indMdua/s from other schoo/s* 
Aschool must conduct an accept- 
able program of physical education 
before U can carry on an athletic 
program.^ 



When a school chooses to participate 
in an athletic program, defrnite po\- 
icies shall be established to protect 
the health and welfare of all students. 
Each school district will have on file 
a detailed plan for conducting its 
program. The plan should include 
the policies adopted by the State 
Board of Education and listed in 
this manual. The local school board 
may elect to include additional ath- 
letic policies as deemed necessar/.

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DETAILED POLICIES 
FOR INTERSCHOOL 
ATHLETIC PROGRAMS 



PARTICIPATION 

Ix There shall be no athletic program 
for students in kindergarten through 
grade three. 

2. Where student interest is strong, 
an athletic program may be offered in 
grades four through twelve. Factors to 
consider are student interest and level 
of ^.i-^mpetency, availability of facilities, 
equtpi.^ent, personnel travel distances 
and availability of opponents. 

3. A student shell practice or compete 
in athletic events c v with the 
written consent of api'^nt or legal 
guardian. 

4. it is strongly recommended that 
competitors be matched in physical 
ability and physical maturity and 
compete against comparable teams^ 

SPONSORSHIP AND 
ADMINISTRATION 

1. The local district shall control 
the sponsorship and administration 
of alt aspects of the school athletic 
program. 

2. Public ty released by the schools 
should stress team performance, a 
description of the event and the 
number of participants, with min* 
imum emphasis on individual per- 
formance. 

QUALIFICATION OF COACHES 

Coaches shall be certificated teachers 
employed by theschool district They 
must possess the personal and pro^ 
fessional characteristics necessary to 
assure high standards of leadership and 



instruction. When regularly certificated 
teachers are not available, the rules 
and policies of the Teachers Standards 
and Practices Commission shall be 
followed. 

WEATHER 

When weather conditions impose a 
hazard to the health and/or safety of 
the participants^ athletic contests are 
to be postponed or canceled. 

TRANSPORTATION 

1. Travel distance shall beheld to a 
minimum and should be determined 
by the geographical characteristics of 
the community and its participating 
school (s). 

2. A student shall ride to and from 
the contest in transportation approved 
by the schooL A coach may grant 
permission to leave the traveling 
party when the parent or guardian 
personally contacts the coach with 

a request to have the student ride 
with hirri or her* 

PRACTICES AND CONTESTS 

1. I Instructional class time shall 
not be used for athletic team 
practices. 

2. Practice shall be conducted outside 



of school hours. Elementary and junior 
high school students should not beheld 
for more than one ^ a half hoars of 
practice each day, and high school 
students no more than two hours of 
practice each day {exclusive of shower- 
ing and dressing). 

3. The iength of a competitive sport 
season, including practice time, should 
be limited. Practices and competition 
during school holidays and school vaca- 
tions should be discouraged. 

GAME RULES AND OFFICIALS 

1. Every athletic event shall be 
gcA/erned by the rules of the National 
Federation of State High School 
Associations. Until these rules are 
available, the rules of the National 
Association for Girls' and Women's 
Sports and other OSAA rules shall 
be used. 

2. Game rules shall be modified to 
meet the special needs of participants 
in grades four through eight. 

3. The coordinator of athletics {e,g,> 
director, principal, superintendent) is 
responsible for seeing that competent 
officials are assigned to all athletic 
events. Officials are to conduct them- 
selves and the games in a manner which 
will instill in players a respect for 
authority and a desire to abide by 
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game rules. Generallv speaking' the 
officials will be assigned bv an 
appointed commissioner vvho wilt work 
directly with the athletic coordinator 
in assigning officials. Officials shall 
be fullv cognizant of game rules arxJ 
appropriate safety measures for 
participants. Of ficiais are not 
readilv available for some sports; 
in such cases the individual school 
shall assign its own officials from 
among teachers or othef interested 
persons. 

4. Students shall not compete in more 
than one interscholastic contest per 
week until reaching the seventh grade, 
at which time they mav compete in two 
perweek. In grades nine through twelve 
schools will abidebv OSAA regulations. 

5. Elenientary and junior high school 
games shaii not be played as preliminary 
or halMime games at high school arxJ 
college contests. 

6. Tournaments leading to champion- 
ships shall not be held for students 
below the seventh grade leveL 

7. Night games should be discouraged 
for elementary arxJ junior high schools. 

AWARDS 

Awards to individual students below 
the ninth grade are not recommended 
If given, the awards should have 
intrinsic value rfnly. The activities 
should stimulate the participants to 
play for the enjoyment of playing 
rather than for awards or other 
artificial incentives. (See OSAA 
regulations.) 



MEDICAL AND LEGAL 
POLICIES 

(See sample forms. Appendix 2.) 
1. Hiysicit EKiminitloni 

a. Students in grades seven and ten 
musthavea physical examination 
performed by a physician, licensed 
by the Oregon S^te Board of Medical 
Examiners, prior to practice and com- 
petition in athletics. The examination 
should be performed no earlier than 
May 1 of the preceding school year. 

b. In addition, physical examinT'iions 
shall be given: 

(1) Wtienastudentisnewtotheschool 
district and/or has not had the required 
Oregon medical examinat*on or its 
equivalent. 

(2) In grade eleven when initial physical 
examination was during grade nine. 

(3) When the student has undergone 
major surgery in the intervening period 
between scheduled examinations. 

c. Annual physical examinations are re- 
quired in the following situations: 

(t) When the student has been given a 
diagrtosis of a significant disease process 
or illness. 

(21 When thestudenl has an ongoing 
significant disease process or chronic 
illness. 

d. Significant disease processes or 
illnesses include, but are not limited to: 



(1) Epilepsy; 
{2} Asthma; 
(3) Diabetes; 

{4} Chronic heart diseasejncluding 
heart murmur; 
(6) Severe allergy. 

2* ComKtioninQanclTrilnltig 

An athlete shall have an appropriate 
period of training arxJ physical con- 
ditioning prior to engaging in a 
contest. This period of timeshall 
be determined by responsible athletic 
personnel and will depend on the 
physical condition of the athlete and 
the type of competition. 

3. Iiminnoe , 

It is recommended that all students 
participating in a sports program be 
ccwered by athletic accident insurance^ 

4. Mtdie«l Protocol 

A medical protocol pertaining to, but 
not limited to, gymnastics, football, 
basketball, baseball, wrestling, field 
hockey, and soccer contests at the 
ninth grade level and above shall be 
written and kept in the principal's 
office. This protocol shall specify: 

a. That at the optimum a doctor be in 
atterxJance who is familiar with the 
participating team and with athletic 
injuries. 

b. That if a doctor Is not available, 

a designated person shall be in attend- 
ance. This person shall have basic 
first-aid training and be charged 
with implementing the protocol. 
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The contest official shall be made 
aware of this person's identity and 
function. 

c. That basic emergency first-aid 
eqvip^^nt will include: 

(1) a stretchier; 

(2) a first-aid kit with material 
for splinting, to stoP bleeding and 
to maintain a proper airway; 

(3) a designated vehictevvhich 
accommodates ^stretcher for trans- 
portation of the injured 

d. The following irformation: 

(1) The location of the nearest 
available telephone^ 

(2) The location of the nearest 
available medical facility. 

(3) Provision for inspecting the 
playing surface dfKi immediate 
surrounding area by a designated 
person. 

(4) The location of medical records 
of the p^ticipants. The coach shall 
be made aware of pertinent medical 
emergencies that might arise concern- 
ing individual athletes. It is strongly 
recommended that this information 
be in the coach's possession at each 
practice and contest 

(5) Provision for notifying the 
parent or guardian of an injured 
student. 




OREGON SCHOOL 
ACTIVITIES ASSOCIATION 



1. By the authority of the local 
school districts and within the frame* 
work of ORS 332.072 332.107. 
sponsored interschotastic programs 
in grades nine through twelve shall 
be administered by the Oregon 
School Activities Association. 
Each member school in Oregon 
shall have a copy of the rules and 
regulations of theOSAA.^ 

Z A cooperative relationship for 
developing and implementing athletic 
programs exfsts among local school 
districts^ the Oregon School Activities 
Association, and theOre<]on Depart^ 
ment of Education. 



3. The local school district main- 
tains final authority regarding the 
implementation of its athletic pro- 
grams. Concerns about athletic 
programs should be addressed 
initially to the local school district 
administration. 

4. The Oregon School Activities 
Association and the Oregon Depart- 
ment of Education provide sen/iccs 
for program development to local 
school districts.

OREGON SCHOOL

ORGANIZATIONAL 
STRUCTURE 



The OSAA classifies high schools based 
upon their Average Daily Membership 
(ADM) shown on the Annu^ Report 
submitted to the Superintendent of 
Public Instruction at the close of 
the previous school year Schools 
With an ADM in grades ten through 
twelve of 601 or more students are 
classified as "AAA"; schools with 
an ADM of 201 to 600 students 
are classified as "AA"; schools 
with an ADM up to 200 students 
are classified "A" schools. 



The executive body of the Association 
is the Board of Control. It consists of 
one member representing the Portland 
School District, plus two "AAA/' two 
"AA/' and two "A" school adminis- 
trators. The State Superintender^t of 
Public Instruction and the President 
of the Oregon School Boards Asso^ 
ciatfon are ex*cfficio members of 
the Board of Control, and an athletic 
director serves in an advisory capacity 
to the Board. 



There are three dassrficationst each 
consisting of eight districts. Under 
this system, the state is organized 
Into 24 districts with approximately 
ten schools per district. 

The governing bodv of the association 
is the Delegate Assembly. It is com* 
posed of 24 members. Each rep* 
resentative district elects one of its 
own school acftninistrators to serve 
as a delegate. The assembly meets 
annually and has the authority to 
decide any and all questions that 
may arise in the interest of inter 
scholastic activity among mem* 
ber schools in Oregon.
